Please enter the following amended claim: 



1. (Amended) A vaporizer which vaporizes a liquid material under a 
depressurized atmosphere, the vaporizer comprising: 

a liquid storing chamber temporarily storing the liquid material therein; 
a vaporizing chamber set in the depressurized atmosphere; 

a small aperture connecting between the liquid storing chamber and the vaporizing 
chamber so as to supply the liquid material to the vaporizing chamber; 

a valve body located in the liquid storing chamber so as to open and close an inlet port 
of the liquid storing chamber on a side of the hquid storing chamber; and 

an actuator controlling a degree of opening of the valve body. 



7. (Amended)-N^ The vaporizer as claimed in claim 1, wherein the vaporizing 
chamber has a conical shape so that a cross section of the vaporizing chamber increases as a 
distance fi'om the small aperture increases. 
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
